Geo. Shideen of Red Deer wrote 
asking if city had any buildings that 
could be torn down and salvaged. 
The letter was filed. 

Mrs. J. F. Fowler whote respecting 
lots in the cemetery.

WHEAT POOL YEAR 
CLOSED JULY 15TH 


Alberta wheat pool affairs, so far 
as the 1928 crop is concerned, will 
be terminated on July 15, it was of- 
ficially announced by Secretary R. O. 
German. All wheat delivered after 
that date will go into the 1924 pool, 
and it is expected that an announce- 
ment will be made shortly regarding 
the price and quantity handled during 
the last pool year. Wheat delivered 
to the pool previous to the date of the 
cut-off will go into last season’s pool, 
it was stated. Those members. who 
deliver their wheat after July 15 will 
receive the presant initial payment, 
and their wheat will go into the new 
pool, Should a change be made in 
the initial payment for the 1924 pool, 
an adjustment will be made in these 
cases where wheat was delivered pre- 
vious to the change and after July 
15th. 


Seventh Fortnighty 
Gov't. Crop Report 


Issued by the department of agri- 
culture, Edmonton, July 12.—The 
stage has now been reached in the 
growing season of Alberta grain crops 
when it is possible to make a more 
or less definite statement with respect 
to present conditions, and their bear- 
ing on the prospects for harvests. 

In view of the: conditions now pre- 
vailing, as reported to the department 
from all parts of the province, and in 
view of the very satisfactory condi- 
tions under which the grain crop was 
seeded this spring, the statement now 
to be made must be somewhat dis- 
appointing. Over practically 
whole of the province, the weather 
during the past fortnight has been 
very warm, with hot, dry winds in 
most localities, relieved to some ex- 
tent by rains in certain districts, but 
for the most part without precipita- 
tion. This has brought conditions to 
a stage where grain is heading out 
at from ten to fifteen inches, in cer- 
tain areas, and beginning to feel the 
lack of moisture. Pasturage also in 
many parts has suffered as a conse- 
quence. Should general rains come 
within the next week, the prospects 
generally speaking would be greatly 
improved, particularly with respect 
to later sown grain. Such rains would 
alter the situation sufficiently to en- 
sure prospects of a fairly good crop. 

The southwest portion of the pro- 
vince, from Calgary south to the in- 
ternational boundary, and west of a 
line passing through Lethbridge, en- 
joys the most satisfactory conditions 
of any section of the province. In 
this district rains have been more 
frequent, and the growing grain is in 
a very healthy state and the prospects 
are for a very good crop. 

With respect to the remainder of 
the province, conditions are very 
patchy, the grain showing a healthy 
growth where rains happen to have 
been frequent and heavy. The south- 
eastern part of the province has suf- 


were seriously in the hunt, and ex- 
cept in the third period, when they 
held the Grads to a six-point margin, 
were completely outclassed.

SAYS CANADIAN 
CROP WORST IN 
SEVENTY YEARS 


Chicago, July 15.—Predictions that 
the wheat crop this season in Can- 
ada would be less than half of the 
yield of 1923 had much to do with a 
sensational advance of prices yester- 
day on the Chicago board of trade. 
Maximum gains of five cents a bushel 
were registered, with values shaded 
only a trifle at the finish. 

Excitement among traders in the 
Chicago wheat pit attained a high 
pitch after word was out that fifty 
per cent damage from the Canadian 
drought had been forecast by a re- 
cognized expert on crop conditions. 

R. BE. Cromwell, representing one of 
the largest grain houses here, made 
the statement. A report from him, 
dated at Saskatoon, said: 

“Neither Winnipeg nor Chicago real- 
izes the situation in Canada, It is 
the worst in seventy years. Even the 
feed grain is near failure here. Sup- 
erintendents of grain departments or 
railroads’and’ other such people’ agree 
that the wheat crop will be only half 
of last year in the three provinces. 
This is in line with my ideas.”

The Peace River and the Grande 
Prairie districts are suffering from a 
lack of moisture, and rainfall is ur- 
gently needed to ensure a good corp. 

jood rains fell in the Edmonton 
territory a week ago, and in the Cal- 
gary territory about the same time, 
but beyond this, reports indicate that 
precipitation during the past fortnight 
jhas been limited to small local show- 
(ers. 

Crops in the irrigated districts of 
| the south are in splendid shape, and 
iene prospects are for a good harvest 
from these areas, Alfalfa has been 
a successful crop. 


ENTIRE DISTRICT RECEIVES 
GREATLY NEEDED RAINFALL 


Following more than a week of hot 
dry sunshine, during which the crops 
in the district looked more like total 
failures than the usual good crops of 
the district, this section of central Al- 
berta was drenched with a soaking 
rain Tuesday night. Commencing at 
six o'clock on Tuesday, a half an inch 
of rain fell before Hight o’clock Wed- 
nesday morning, and it was still con- 
tinuing at that hour, although at noon 
on Wednesday, it had stopped. 

The rain, from present reports, cov- 
ered an area from north of Edmonton 
to as far south as Red Deer, and from 
the districts west of the city to as 
far east as Camrose and south, al- 
though east of Camrose received very 
little moisture, There was some hail 


reported in the Falun district, west of 
Wetaskiwin, but no damage has so far 
been reported, 

Farmers of the district are feeling 
considerably elated over the prospects 
of at least a fair crop since the rain 
arrived.

In Manitoba the wheat’ crop is look- 
ing healthy and, strong and’ has fine 
roots, but as yet is late, Coarse 
grains are also making! good progress. 
With intermittent rainfall: uatil matur- 
ity of cereals, a-good crop:seems as- 
sured in Manitoba.

The conditions of all vette in Sas- 
katchewan is reported -to‘$e making 
satisfactory progress, oIn the north- 
west and west central‘districts where 
prolonged drought worked great hard- 
ships and depreciated’\-the crop out- 
look, it is doubtful whether the preci- 
pitation of the past week: (will mater- 
ially improve conditions,: “A: few scat- 
tered sections of the ‘eastern part of 
the province also requires: moisture, 
but with liberal rains): at intervals 
from now on, the crop: generally 
speaking should be well up to-the ay- 
erage, 

Prospects of a scodie crop in Alberta 
are reassuring, the report states, al- 
though rain would prove beneficial in 
many districts. In south«rn. Alberta 
the outlook is favorable v th the: ex- 
ception, ofa. few. sea}jonr “ wAtére!. the 
recent drought may poszibly reduce 
the crop beyond recovery,  Condi- 
tions continue favorable in the cen- 
tral and northern parts of the prov- 
ince, where rain, however, would fur- 
ther enhance prospects. 

Unless rain falls in abundance over 


many districts along the Edmonton, |‘ 


Dunvegan and British Columbia rail- 
way, a disastrous drought is foreshad- 
owed. The heavy rains of last week 
came none too soon to relieve the 
critical situation in this area. 

Ideal weather for fruit growing is 
reported from British Columbia, and 
promising yields are predicted with 
continuation of favorable conditions. 


34,000 REBELS 
AT SAO PAULO 
IN HOT FIGHT 


Santos, Brazil, July 14.—Qighting 
in the city of Sao Paulo, the seat of 
the Brazilian insurrection, has been 
of the most desperate character dur- 
ing the past few days, according to 
two employees of a United States 
concern, who arrived here Sunday atf- 
ter a perilous journey afoot from the 
beleagured metropolis. They estimat- 
ed that the dead among the troops 
and civilians will reach 3,000. 

The luxurious hotel Esplanada, at 
Sao Paulo, has been turned into a hos- 
pital, and is said to be crowded with 
the wounded. Shells from the be- 
sieging federal forces have been fall- 
ing in the city. One landed on a ho- 
tel, killing cight civilians. 

Refugees confirm the report that 
600 federal troops who started last 
week from Santos, to aid in the re- 
lief of Sao Paulo, were cut to pieces 
by the insurrectionists . 

The rebel forces, defending Sao 
Paulo against the attack of the fed- 
eral troops are estimated to number 
34,000, This number is sald to be in- 
creasing daily by recruits arriving 
from nearby regions. The federals at 
present are estimated to number 24,- 
000, either on hand o ren route. 
The continued federal bombardment 
of Sao Paulo is said to have turned 
the entire population overwhelmingly 
in suppors o! the leaders of the insur- 
rection. 

Tho rebel forces are equipped in 
all departments, including  anti-air- 
craft guns, aeroplanes and whippet 
tanks,

The Cost of 
Automobiling 

There are at least 150,000 licensed 
automobiles in the three prairie pro- 
vinces, and it is undoubtedly a safe 
and conservative estimate to place an 
average value of $1000 on these cars. 
This represents an investment for! 
cars alone of one hundred and fifty 
millions of dollars, The purchase of 
a car is, however, but the beginning | 
of the expense bill. In the cities and | 
larger towns ownership of a car in- 
volves the building of a garage in 
which to house it, or the payment of 
a monthly rental for storage in a pub- 
lic garage. Building permits recorded 
in western cities in recent years in- 
clude thousands of permits for pri- 
vale garages, and the cost of these 
would in the aggregate provide for 
the erection of many residences. Then 
before the car can be operated a goy- 
ernment license must be obtained. 
The cost of these vary according to 
size and cost of the cars, but a low 
average may be placed at $15.00 a 


ear, or a total of two and one half 
millions of dollars paid to govern- 
ments, . 

Gasoline and oils are a further re- 
quisite if a car is not to stand idle. 
Again striking averages it is probably 
not excessive to assume an average 
of two gallons of gasoline per car per 
day for, say 200 days in the year, 
Any less average than this would 
mean that a car owner was not get- 
ting value in service for his capital 
investment in a car. Gasoline con- 
sumption would,therefore, amount to 
300,000 gallons a day, or 60,000,000 
gallons for the 200 day period, and at 
35 cents per gallon will reach the sub- 
stantial total of $21,000,000. Add oils 
and the bill will not fall far short of 
twtnty-five millions of dollars for po- 
wer and lubrication, Then comes the 
bill, extremely difficult to estimate, 
for tires, repairs, re-charging and re-
